Scientific Planning In- 
creases Crops

Shiocton — The Second Annual 


Field Day Tour sponsored by the 
agricultural department of the SM- 
octon High School and conducted 
by "W. r>. BTOWESOH, fasad of 
the 


department, started from th» High 
School VTedEesfiay domics. 


Studest projjects inspected by the 


visitors ia iha forenoon -were entered 
by Lawrence Giikey. Michael Luiz. 
and Leslie Helser, and in the after- 
noon the entries oz Elder Seehauer, 
Kenneth TVickesberg, and Edward 
FiizgeraM were visited. At each 
stop 
the 
owner of 
the- 
project 


demonstrated his work from the 
beginning to the present time. The 
people in tie tour enjoyed a com- 
munity picnic lunch on the lawn 
of Edward Seehauer, Bingbamton. 
where they were entertained by the 
Seenauer family. After the lunch 
Prof. I/. E. gasman, state supervis- 
or of vocational agriculture. County 
Agent Gus Sell, and Mr. Brownson 
discussed the purposes, methods and 
success of project work in agricul- 
tural training. 


Lawrence Gilkey started with the 


project of raising 1,000 chicks. Aside 
from some trouble with the heating 
apparatus in his brooder house, one 
cold night, when he was compelled 
to use hot water bottles and finally 
a stove as substitutes for the heat- 
ing: installed, Lawrence experienced 
no difficulty and succeeded in rais- 
ing nearly all his chicles. He 
separated the cockerels and pullets 
and is marketing the cockerels. He 
espects to winter about SCO pullets 
for egg-laying purposes. He used 
commercial feeds in rearing his 
chicks. 


Mike Lntz started with 1,000 


chicks and succeeded in raising 
nearly all of the flock. He Is feeding 
whole 
corn and barley 
and 


marketed 500 cockerels. He built his 
brooder house according to his own 
plans. He expects to winter 150 pul- 
lets. 


Leslie Hesler is developing three 


projects besides doing a large part 
of the work on his lather's 40 acre 
farm. Es has been working at a 
sheep project the last sis years, 
3. red clover project the past two 
years and a. seed corn-raising pro- 
ject, in connection with the two 
others. He no whas a ewe and two 
Iambs in his sheep project. 


Leslie started his red clover pro- 


ject in connection with the "Wiscon- 
sin College of Agriculture. The col- 
lege analyzed the soil of his five 
acre field and recommended an ap- 
plication 
of SOO pounds of lime 


phosphate and 200 pounds of potash. 
Lester divided the field into plots 
and seeded it with red clover with a 
nurse crop of oats, leaving some of 
the plots without fertilizers, and 
using the prescribed amount in 
some of the plots and modifying the 
mixture Jn others. In one of the 
plots he used 200 pounds of potash 
and 250 pounds of super-phosphate. 


Last year some of the fertilized 


plots produced 16 bushels of oats 
more than the 
unfertilized 
plots. 


This summer he cut a. nice crop of 
red ciover in the plots and could 
see the effect of the fertilizers. Af- 
ter cutting the first crop of red 
clover he 
plowed one-half 
of the 


field ana 
planted it with 
fodder 


corn on July 9. The corn is now 
waist tali and shows the effect of 
the fertilizers in various parts of 
the field. On one and one-half acres 
in the corn field he applied -100 
pounds 0-12-12 fertilizer at planting 
time and skipped rows here and 
there. These rows are marked by a 
much smaller growth of com. 


For his sis acre seed corn project, 


Leslie got his "Wisconsin Xo. 12 
seed corn from the college of agri- 
culture, and used 200 pounds to 
the acre at planting time of 0-12-12 
fertilizer. The ears on frig stalks 
are now large and suggest a good 
yield. As pay for his work, Leslie 
gets all the ears fit for seed in the 
field.

Twenty-two boys of the agricul- j 


tural department of the Shioctoa' 
High School are running m»g»i- j 
projects, according to Mr. Brown-j 
son. who said In one of his several 
talks in the fitJds that each of the 
students in his classes are expected 
to make money enough In his home, 
farm projects to pay his school ex- 
penses of which the average is $200 
yearly. The money the boys make 
from their projects Is of only secon- 
dary importance. The training the 
boys get In practical farming ac- 
cording to the latest and best meth- 
ods is of primary Importance. 


Mr. Sell said that he .vas very 


much pleased with the project work 
of the Shiocton boys that he had 
seen in the fields, and that it was 
similar to the work that the- 4-H 
Club boys of Outagamie county are 
doing-. "The courses of high school 
in practical agriculture and 4-H 
projects serve the purpose for rural 
boys that manual training schools 
in cities serve for city boys," said 
Mr. Sea 


"If a. boy makes a study of fer- 


tilizers in his school course and does 
not practice with them on the farm, 
his information !s of very little ser- 
vice to htm," said Prof. Sasman. 
"If a boy studies poultry raising 
in school bnt raises no poultry, his 
study is of very small value to him. 
A boy may learn all about cow test- 
ing and its value to the dairyman, 
but If he does not try it on the 
home farm his study is of no ser- 
vice. The aim now in the agricul- 
tural departments of high school 
is to have the boys get practice on 
the farms in the projects studied 
In the class room." 


"\Ve are trying to have the boys 


select 
farm 
projects 
continuing 


through a four year's course. "We 
not only wish a boy to have a pro- 
ject that will give him practice but 
that will also be profitable for him. 
If a boy sees a future in a project 
he will become intensely interested 
in it."

THE KANSAS VERDICT 


Kansas held a primary election this 


week. Kansas is one of the great wheat 
producing states. It was the center of 
the agrarian revolt commencing under 
Coolidge and reaching its peak during 
the campaign of 1928. It was for the 
equalization fee as a measure of farm 
relief. The politicians of all the grain 
growing Mid-west, including Kansas, 
denounced Mr. Coolidge for his veto of 
the equalization fee and threatened 
Hoover because he was opposed to it. 
They talked loud and gesticulated furi- 
ously. 
Lately they have been en- 


amoured of the export debenture which 
Mr. Hoover has likewise turned down. 
When it came to a referendum the 
people of this district did not support 
the politicians. They remained loyal to 
Mr. Coolidge and they gave a remark- 
able vote of confidence to President 
Hoover. They liked the politicians for 
their local performances and for flatter- 
ing speeches, but the record indicates _ 
that they did not trust them in major 
phases of legislation and national pol- 
icy. 


This estimate seems to be confirmed 


by the primary elections just held for 
the nomination of senator and gov- 
ernor. Henry J. Allen, former well- 
known "Witchita publisher and strong 
supporter of the Hoover administra- 
tion, was nominated by a large major- 
ity over his'nearest rival. For the gu- 
bernatorial nomination the present 
governor, Clyde M. Reed, was hope- 
lessly distanced by Frank Haucke. 
Gov. Reed in his campaign had cen- 
tered his attacks upon the Hoover ad- 
ministration's farm relief program and 
on Chairman Alexander Legge of the 
Farm Relief board. Mr. Legge had de- 
fended himself against the Reed as- 
sault and the duel between these two 
men was one of the prominent features 
of the election. 


Apparently the people of Kansas 


have given a vote of confidence to the 
Hoover administration on its farm re- 
lief program. This is remarkable con- 
sidering the fact that up to this time 
the efforts of the Farm Relief board to 
sustain the price of wheat and bring a 
profitable return to the grower have 
been entirely futile, with wheat recent- 
ly at its lowest price for many years 
and selling at times below the price of 
corn. If these election inferences are 
justified they reflect a high degree of 
intelligence in the electorate of Kansas 
and an ability to discriminate between 
the hokurn of quack politicians and the 
sound judgment of men of affairs and 
demonstrated ability. 


MORE MOB-MURDERS 


The lynching curve is rising again. 


As many persons were killed by mobs 
in this country during the last six 
months as in the whole of last year. An 
increase of 100 per cent in a year is a 
pretty serious thing, even if the tcta; 
indicated for 1930 is not so great as the 
usual customary a few years ago. \Ve 
like to feel that we are gaining :n civi- 
lization, and mob-murders are bar- 
barism. 


There is hope, though, even in this 


shocking situation. It is found not only 
ia the greater horror which the general 
public has come to feel for these mur- 
ders, but in the courageous stand tak- 
en by public executives in states fre- 
quently desecrated In the past by such 
crimes. Recent utterances from the 
governors of seven states—Virginia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Xorth Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia and Texas- 
answering the public statement of a 
southern senator who upheld lynch 
law. have condemned lynching without 
reservation. Their position is support- 
ed by the courageous action of several 


fs in recent months, risking their 
UV£S 12 defyjnjj mobs and 
up- 


holding the honor and dignity of the 
law when the easy thing- would have 
been to yield. 


TARIFF REPRISALS 


An English firm which buys malted 


milk in large quantities from a big 
American company has sent in a r>ew 
order for 1,000,000 pounds. That looks 
good. But it happens that the Amer- 
ican manufacturer has a plant in On- 
tario, and the British customer insists 
that the order be turned over to the 
Canadian plant. This is done, it is said 
by the Toronto Globe, on account of 
our new tariff. British interests are 
transferring their patronage to Can- 
ada. 
Doubtless Canada needs the or- 


der. 
In spite of recent industrial ad- 


vances, it is still primarily an agricul- 
tural country. We can probably get 
along without it, for our farm business 
is so sjpot that losing another big order 
or two seems to make little difference 
in the general situation. And a million- 
pound order sounds a good deal bigger 
in Canada, where political use is being 
made of it, than it does in our more 
populous and prosperous country. 


Still and all—we could have borne 


with half that order, say. 
But never 


mind. From present indications Can- 
ada will soon have a tariff like ours, 
or higher. 
Then foreign customers 


buying from her, even British custo- 
mers, may turn to us again. Britain 
herself is being urged to build tariff 
walls. Various other nations are con- 
sidering it. 
It is easier to play the 


competitive tariff game than the com- 
petitive navy game. All you have to do 
is to make a law. Then maybe in a few 
years we will be holding tariff limita- 
tion conferences along with our arma- 
ment conferences. A tariff is all right 
so long as it works only one way. A 
navy is all right. Each is a weapon of 
defense. Only, neither works very well 
when the other fellow raises your ante. 


TAXPAYERS ARE RESPONSIBLE 


The public was appalled when, early 


in the century there came along a con- 
gress which spent $1,000,000,000 in a 
year. It was dubbed the "billion-dol- 
lar congress." 
There was criticism

Most 
of us are not so inclined to gloat over 
it just now as we might have done this 
time last year. Our notions of financial 
grandeur have been somewhat deflat- 
ed. 


Is congress extravagant? That is a 


foolish question. Congress is always 
extravagant. There is something in the 
legislative 
life 
particularly 
which 


tempts men to that weakness. It is so 
easy to spend other people's money, 
especially when the}- are urging you to 
do it. Every congressional district, ev- 
ery state, wants its appropriations. 
The total is made up of items every 
one of which is demanded by some 
group of citizens who, in some way, 
expect to benefit by it at the expense of 
all the rest. It is in reality the taxpay- 
ers who are responsible for that stag- 
gering expenditure. 


BUILD HOMES NOW 


Ex-President Coolidge has made a 


timely plea for homebuilding. 
Presi- 


dent Hoover has supplemented it with 
the announcement of a commission to 
make a national study of the whole 
subject. The latter will be a useful con- 
tribution eventually, bur has tittle 
bearing on the present situation. The 
Coolidge appeal is a call for immediate 
action. Real estate and building lead- 
ers have done vrel; in getting behind it 
promptly and pointing out the oppor- 
tunities and advantages of the situa- 
tion. 


There has come to be a shortage of 


homes in this country, 
especially 


homes of the more modest grades for 
-wage-earners 
and 
small-salaried 


people. The slump of 50 per cent in 
building has serious-y depressed real 
estate values and the building indus- 
try, and has helped to crag down oth- 
er industries. 
A new. forward move- 


ment in homebuilcing would do much 
to restore general prosperity-. 
The 


chief need, to insure such a movement, 
is better and easier provision for finan- 
cing home-construction.

GENERAL WOOD'S DEATH 


On Aug. 7, 1927, Maj. Gen. Leonard 
"Wood, 


governor-general of the Philippines, and veteran 
of the Spanish-American and "World Wars, died 
at a Boston hospital following a brain operation. 


Wood entered the army as a surgeon after 


graduating from Harvard medical school. When 
McKinley became president, Wood went to the 
White House as his personal physician. At the 
outbreak .of the Spanish-American War in 1S9S, 
Wood helped his close friend Theodore Roose- 
velt raise and lead tae famous regiment of 
"Rough Riders." For his conduct in the war he 
was elevated to major general. 


Following his services after the -war as gover- 


nor of Cuba, where he made many great im- 
provements in education and sanitation, Wood 
was appointed governor in the Philippines. Here 
he stamped out polygamy and tamed the Sulu 
chieftains. When he returned to the United 
States in 1908 he -was made chief of staff. 


Wood was given inferior commands during the 


World War because he was thought to have giv- 
en rise to certain views on preparedness which 
were unfavorable to the administration. 


In 1913 he announced himself a candidate for 


the Republican noairnation for president, and 
made considerable he2.G>vay until the steel strike 
in Indiana, in which he felt it his duty to par- 
ticipate, spoiled his chances. Two years later he 
was appointed governor-general of the Philip- 
pines.

Federalization of Erie Canal 


as Barge Canal Also Im- 
portant 


Green Bay —(£>)— la regulating 


water diversion through the Chicago 
drainage ^^a? and in the federaiiza- 
lion of the Erie canal as a barge 
canal, two steps of jaestlrrcable value 
to the Great Lakes hare been ac- 
complished. Sen. John J. Blaine, 
Wisconsin, told the Great Lakes 
Harbors Association convention here 
today. 


'Two things have transpired la 


the United States in recent months 
that are advanced steps toward the 
accomplishment oi that deep water- 
way from the lakes to the ocean," 
he said. 


"Is. the Rivers and Harbors bill 


which recently passed the congress 
there is a declaration that the Erie 
Canal is to be federalized with the 
express understanding: that its util- 
ity is that of a barge cana!. Of 
course that declaration of congress 
may be repealed or amended in the 
future, but whatever course future 
congresses may take, the present 
congress expressed the fact as to 
the poss:b*e utility of the Erie cana!. 
That fact is recognized by the Unit- 
ed States, and therefore a long con- 
troversial question has been settled. 


"The other question, with refer- 


ence to diversion of water from the 
Great Lakes, has likewise been set- 
tled, first by the decision of the su- 
preme court of the United States; 
second, by the amendment to the 
rivers and harbors bill relating to 
tho Ulinois waterway from the lakes 
to the Mississippi river, which it was 
my privilege to offer. 


"By the decision of the supreme 


court of the United States, the lakes 
water permitted to be used site- 
Dec. 31, 1938. is 1500 cubic feet sec- 
onds, as navigable water incident to 
the Port of Chicago, together with 
the pumpage."

An- 
other public bill uras passed by the 
House of Representatives but not 
by fee Senate and two of the private 
bills were reported to the House by 
committees but not passed there, re- 
maining on the calendar for consid- 
eration m December. 


Xone of the other Peavey meas- 


ures was acted upon in any way, re- 
maining before the committees 
to 


which they -were referred. 


The big achievement of the ses- 


sion for Rep. Peavey was the pass- 
age of ins bill authorizing a survey 
of the Apostlr Islands in Lake Sup- 
erior, above Bayfield peninsula, with 
a view to making a national park 
of the picturesque group of islands. 


He also Introduced measures au 


thorizing surveys of Ashland and 
Superior harbors, with a view to fu- 
ture improvement and they were in- 
corporated in the general rivers ant! 
harbors b'll which became law July 
4. 


OFFERS SHORE BELL 


Rep. 
Peavey introduced and got 


through the House a bill granting to 
the State of "Wisconsin about 250 
miles of lake shore land in northern 
"Wisconsin erroneously surveyed in 
1S54 and shown upon official plats 
as -water-covered areas. The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands and Sur- 
veys did not act upon the bill, al- 
though it had the support of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and the De- 
partment of the Interior. The Sen- 
ate may pass the bill during the ses- 
sion beginning Dec. 1. 


Like several other Wisconsin con- 


gressmen, Rep. Peavey introduced a 
bin to amend the "Volstead Act to 
permit light •wines and beer and like 
all other such bills, it was pigeon- 
holed by the Committee on the Juli- 
ciary. 


Another public bill "le introduced 


on which there was no action was 
for the purpose of maintaining the 
level of the Great Lakes. He also 
Bpoke during consideration of 
the 


rivers and harbors bill in favot- of 
maintaining lake levels, developing 
lake channels and ports and con- 
structing the Great Lakes-St. Law- 
rence waterway. In this speech he 
charged that "the United States Steel 
corporation, through the 
agency 


known as the Great Lakes Carriers' 
Assoc'ation, has subsidized and con- 
verted the Great Lakes as a chan- 
nel of commerce to their own use, 
thereby removing all competition as 
between rail and water transporta- 
tion as wen as between the rail- 
roads themselves." This, he added, 
"has brought 
about the economic 


failure of the great Northwest." 


Four of Rep. Peavej's public bills 


dealt with Indian matters. 
There 


was no action on any of them. One 
would authorize a $175,000 Indian 
hospital in Sawyer, Ashland, or Bay- 
field counties. Two of the Indian 
bills are identical, providing aid for 
blind or blind and deaf Indians. 


The other Indian bill would permit 


enrollment of Chippewa Indians with 
the Chippewa tribe in Minnesota 
whether they live on the reservation 
or not.
